the deer. In the meantime the 
large deer herd liad just about 
eaten all of the cedar in the 
winter yards. There was very 
little winter food available for 
the deer. So in the late 1950's 
each spring would see many 
deer which had starved to 
death during the winter. 

The normal plant succession 
after the timber cut was 
responsible for the increase 
deer food supply and conse- 
quently large deer herd. When 
the food supply grew out of 
reach, the deer herd had tc 
become smaller. It either be- 
came smaller by part of them 
dying off from starvation or by 
harvesting more through the 
hunting season. 
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Why There Are Fewer Deer 


The Michigan Department of 
Natural Ressurees thought it 
would be more humane to 
harvest them. They therefore 
started taking does and fawns 
in certain over populated areas. 

Home development for peo- 
ple also took many acres out of 
deer ivod production. 

Merrill Petoskey's program 
for one million deer by 1980 is 
simply a method of setting 
plant succession back to the 
young tree stage in order to 
supply food for the deer. 
Petoskey is with the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources.. 

Another alternative would be 
to learn to appreciate the wild- 
life associated with a forest 
cover.

Counties Must 
Designate 
Act Enforcer 


By Willard Bosserman, 
County Extension Director 


According to act 347 of Public 
Acts of 1972 each county must 


by resolution 


enforcing agency to enforce the 
Sedimentation Act. 

Crawford county has pretty 
well taken care of their soil 
erosion ordinance and has des- 
ignated the zoning administra- 
tor to administer their ordi- 
nance. 

Roscommon has neither soil 
erosion ordinance or zoning 
adininistrater, therefore must 
consider whom to designate to 
administer the slate act. 

A county need not adopt it's 
own ordinance. It can assume 
enforcement responsibility of 
the state rules. If however, a 
county had a specific problem 
which it felt controls more 
stringent than the state's rules 
were needed, an ordinance 
would serve that purpose. 

T de have a set of rules which 
were approved by the Water 
Resources Commission on Feb- 
ruary 21. The rules now go to 
the Attorney General for legal 
review and then to ihe joint 
House- Senate Rules Committee 
for final approval. This may 
take two months. I am advised 


“the rules Ihave can be used asa 


basis on which to do some 


planning. 
All counties by April 1, 1974 
have to pass a_ resolution 


designating a county agency as 
the county enforcing agency 
responsible for administration 
and enforcement in the name of 
the county. The resolution may 
set forth a schedule of fees for 
inspections, plan reviews and 
permits and may set forth other 
matters relating to the admini- 
stration and enforcement of 
this act and the rules. A copy of 
the resolution and all subse- 
quent amendments thereto shall 
be forwarded to the Water 
Resources Commission of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

Some possible agencies to 
administer the act; (and of 
course the agencies would have 
to agree to do it). 1. Road 
Commission 2. An individual 
can be appointed, he would be 
directly responsible to the 
County Board of Commission- 
ers, 3. Create a new agency to 
enforce this act, and future 
building and zoning ordinances, 
4, Sheriffs Department.

As was prophesied by opponents of gun control laws that 
would prohibit law-abiding citizens from owning firearms, 
criminals can always find a gun to commit a crime. Following 
passage of the 1968 gun-control act, theft of firearms has 
skyrocketed. Even the U.S. Army has lost about 4,000 guns in 
major thefts since 196%. In fact, since 1968, gun stealing has 
taken on the proportions of big business. 

Writes William M. Bulkeley in The Wall Street Journal, ‘In 
the aftermath of tightening gun control, gun stealing has become 
a natural underworld business with ready markets and high 
profits, law-enforcement officials say. Stolen guns now often sell 
at higher prices than new guns because they can't be traced to 
the new owner, federal undercover agents say. And numerous 
burglary and fencing rings specializing in guns have been formed 
to exploit the new high-profit market, they say. Bureau of 
Alcohol agenis in, St. Louis last May uncovered a big, 
well-organized, three-state ring atter buying i& guns that nad 
been reported stolen. ‘It’s a very profitable business, and it’s 
going ta get more profitable as the law gets tougher,’ says Paul 
J. Lyon af the New Orleans office af the federal agency.’ 

Opponents of antigun legislation have said all along that 
taking guns away from the law-abiding in an attempt to curb 
crime leaves the field of gun possession wide open to criminals 
who have no intention of obeying the law anyway. The only way 
to curb criminals is to punish criminals. As many authorities 
have advocated, crimes committed with firearms should carry 
heavy mandatary penalties. Disarming thase who respect the 
law is like a doctor trying to cure a patient by puring the 
medicine down the next door neighbor's throat.

the U.S. Supreme Court struck 
down the abortion laws in 
Texas and Georgia on January 
22, 1973, and thereby limited 
any State's right to prohibit 
abortion. 

The basis for their decision 
was the right to privacy as 
protected by the fourteenth 
amendment. They feel that 
during the first three months of 
pregnancy, the decision to 
abort rests solely with the 
woman and her doctor. By this 
decision we find seven men 
ignoring the democratic choice 
of millions of citizens, and 
showing utter unconcern for 
the destiny of seven hundved 
thousand babies now legally 
aborted per year. 

As John T. Noonan, Jr., of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley said: ‘The Supreme 
Court has stripped all protec- 
tion from a person from the 
time of conception until the 
time of birth.’ 

This is another of many areas 
where our courts have been so 
concerned about the rights of 
the criminal that ‘they have 
completely overlooked the vie- 
tim, and any rights he might 
have.
